STATEMENT OF WORK

Introduction:

This is for the procurement of two (2) spring-loaded high-frequency sample boxes.

Background:

The National Institute of Standards and Technology’s (NIST) Physical Measurement Laboratory 
(PML), as part of its research into SI-based quantum dot devices, is planning to purchase parts 
for a high-frequency electronic packaging unit (sample box assembly) that interfaces a silicon 
chip to the high-frequency (HF) and low-frequency (LF) input/outputs of a cryostat. The 
packaging unit consists of a PCB (provided by NIST), high/low frequency connectors (provided 
by NIST), a socket accommodating the chip, and a metallic enclosure, where the latter two are to 
be provided by the successful offeror. The connection to the pads on the chip must be made using 
a socket (provided by the offeror) with spring loaded pins. Socket must be designed so that pins 
can be electrically connected to pads on the PCB.

Minimum Requirements:

The system shall meet or exceed the technical specifications identified below.  All items must be 
new, used or remanufactured equipment will not be considered for award.  The use of “gray 
market” components not authorized for sale in the U.S. by the proposer is not acceptable.  All 
items must be shipped in the original manufacturer’s packaging and include all original 
documentation and software.

Line Item 0001:  The Contractor shall provide two (2) spring-loaded high-frequency 
sample boxes meeting or exceeding the following minimum requirements as identified 
below:

Minimum Technical Requirements:
1. Shall have a maximum physical size of the socket and the enclosure combined is 2 inches 

x 2 inches x 2 inches.

2. The materials of the metal enclosure shall be non-magnetic and shall have a thermal 
conductivity larger than 100 Wm−1K−1 at cryogenic temperatures (~10 mK). The 
enclosure (including the “lid”) must be gold plated. NIST has a preference for gold-plated 
OFHC copper- however other materials may be considered. Capability statements shall 
include information on materials used.

3. The enclosure (essentially a lid for the socket), shall provide a “light-tight” environment 
for the chip, such that there is no direct path for radiation to penetrate from the 
environment to the sample (chip) inside. Also, when the lid is installed, it shall push on 
the back of the chip and press it against the pins of the pin-socket enough to make 
reliable electrical contact but not cause any damages to the chip and/or the circuit within.
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4. A spring loaded pin socket shall interface the chip to the PCB. The pin-socket shall have 
pins which connect the traces on the chip to those on the PCB. The pins shall make 
electrical contact with a 1 µm thick aluminum film used for traces on the chip (must be 
tested by the offeror - see item #8). 

5. The location of the high frequency pads on the chip, the location of high frequency 
connectors and the location of holes in the enclosure and the socket to mount the 
packaging unit onto NIST PCB and other equipment shall be modifiable prior to delivery.

The contact pads of the 
chip shall have a size of 300 µm (±20 µm) x 300 µm (±20 µm) and the pitch size shall be 
no smaller than 300 µm.

8. The PCB will be used to interface the pin-socket to high-frequency (coaxial) connectors. 
The chip will include simple coplanar transmission lines from one sample box port to the 
other. The contact resistance at room temperature shall be smaller than 5 ohms for all the 
contacts. The transmission (S21) is expected to be above -20 dB from DC to 40 GHz at 
the room temperature (~300 K).

9. The design and the thermal expansion coefficient of materials used shall provide stable 
electrical connections from one pin to the other connected by the chip (item #8), in the 
temperature range of 10 mK to 300 K. 

10. The spring loaded test socket shall allow operation up to 40GHz.

11. Shall include a light-tight enclosure to avoid or attenuate ambient radiation.
